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To sum up, there is in the management of the intelligence process an 
unending conflict between the desire to use intelligence information available 
at any point in time to influence current issues (budgetary, political, 
diplomatic, military or whatever) and the need to preserve the secrecy of the 
intelligence sources to ensure effective future collection, especially in 
wartime. In recognition of the needs of senior US officials in Europe, steps 
have been taken to permit special use, albeit at the SECRET level, of 
satellite imagery and imagery-derived information. In my view, public release 
would be far more damagin g than hel pful to US interests. I am strongly 
opposed to such an action. 
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
